Secret Police, the "hard-liners" took 
control of the entire country. 

RESISTANCE... 

As soon as hard-liners gained 
control they began to restrict newspapers , 
television newscasts , and radio broad- 
casts. All newspa- 
pers, except for nine, 
were banned. No 
sooner had these 
restrictions been set 
when resistance 
began. Russian 
President Boris 
Yeltsin encouraged 
the people to resist 
and formally condemed the coup. 

In Vorkuta and the Kuznets Basin , 
coal miners walked off their jobs and state 
journalists refused censorship. It was 
apparent that the people of the Soviet 
Union were not going to be supressed any 
longer. 

The world was anxious as details 
of the coup were released . The Moscow 
Radio, as reported in the Des Moines 
Register, said " A fatal danger is hanging 
over the Soviet Union. ..The country has

toppled around their knees. 

The coup was destined for failure 
when Gorbachev refused to declare a state 
of emergency when hard-liners insisted . A 
lack of strong leadership also struck blows 
at the coup operations. Although the KGB

and the military backed the coup leaders, 
they soon began to resist orders. Not even 
the Communist Party supported the coup. 

Immediately after the leaders 
surrendered, six were arrested, Interior 
Minister Boris Pugo commited suicide, and 
Prime Minister Valentin Pavlov was 
hospitalized.

When 
Gorbachev returned, it 
was obvious that the 
country could no 
longer function. All at 
once republics began 
declaring their independence. The Baltics 
were the first to secede followed by the 
Ukraine, and before long, the Soviet Union 
appeared to be a ghost. 

Gorbachev tried desperately to 
cling onto a dissolving nation, but the end 
was inevitable. "There can be no illusions, 1 
declared Yuri Shcherbak, an anti-Commu- 
nist leader, as reported in the Des Moines 
Register, "The Soviet Union no longer 
exists." 

Finally, on December 22, a 
commonwealth was declared and the

Soviet Union was laid to rest. Without a 
nation to lead , Gorbachev resigned on 
December 25, ending his seven year 
presidency.

Operation Desert Storm 

came to an end with the 

Liberation of Kuwait. The 

war that only lasted 43 
days, was considered by 

many a success. Ally 

casualties were minimal, 149, as compared 

to 100,000 Iraqis deaths. There was, 

however, much cleaning up to do. During 

the seven-month Iraqi occupation of Kuwait, 

more than 730 oil wells were damaged or 

set ablaze. Firefighters expect to have the 

fires extinguished before Christmas 1 991 . 

The end of the Gulf war sparked 

Welcome Home celebrations, parades and a 

sense of pride for our country. Over 

600,000 people turned out for the Welcome 

Home ticker-tape parade in June. More 

than a million people attended a welcome 

home parade May 19th in Hollywood, and 

an estimated 800,000 turned out for the 

parade in Washington. A tear-eyed Korean 

War vet said, " These young men put their 

lives on the line and now they're getting 

their reward." ♦

CLARENCE THOMAS vs. ANITA HILL 




n 1991, 43 year old 
Judge Clarence Thomas 
was nominated to the 
Supreme Court of the 
United States of America. 
"Only in 



America/Thomas said, 
after President Bush 
announced his nomina- 
tion as the second 
African-American 
member ,ever, of the 
Supreme Court. Judge 
Thomas was already 
known as a controversial 
figure- this image was 
then furthered by 
charges of sexual 
harassment, allegedly 
occurring nearly a 
decade ago. This 
allegation was made by law professor Anita 
Hill, with whom he had worked. Hill 
charged that Thomas had been harassing 
her in the working environment. Because 
such allegations were brought forth, the 
confirmation hearings grew quite lengthy 




and drew a lot of attention from the Ameri- 
can public. There was both good news and 
bad news concerning the hearings. The good 
news being that they (the hearings) helped to 
bring out the issue of sexual harassment and 
to educate the public more so on the topic. 

The bad news was that the 
U.S. Senate confirmation 
process left the nation with 
unresolved questions 
about Thomas's ability to 
serve on the Supreme 
Court. This was due to the 
fact that when the Senate 
voted on the Thomas 
confirmation, it was one of 
the narrowest margins in 
the history of the U.S. 
Supreme Court (52/48). 
Even though he was 
confirmed, Hill said that 
by letting her story be known she had 
accomplished all she had set out to do. "All 
that's happened has made the general public 
much more aware of sexual harassment than 
ever before," said Hill. 

After much debate and deliberation,

THE AMERICAN HOSTAGES 



hey were used as pawns 
in a winless game, 
abducted without 
warning into a world of 
darkness. 1991-1992 
proved to be an eventful 
year, and the freeing of 
the American hostages was one of the most 
amazing, answering the prayers of many. 
Released by their captors in Lebanon, the 
hostages came to represent hope and the 
strength of the human endurance to all. It 
is hard for anyone to imagine the harsh 
treatment these men experienced: cells so 
small they could not stand, occational 
beatings, iron chains, and filthy blindfolds. 



TERRY ANDERSON 

The longest held hostage emerged 
on December 4,1991 . Terry Anderson, 
44, was set free after 2,455 days of 
captivity. A correspondent for the Associ- 
ated Press, Anderson was kidnapped by a 
Shi'ite fundamentalist group, the Islamic 
Jihad, on Marchl 6,1 985. Three months 
into his captivity, Anderson's only daugh- 
ter, Sulome, was born. Anderson said it 
was his companions, his faith, and his 
stubborness that kept him going. "You just 
do what you have to do," he said. "You 
wake up everyday and summon up energy 
from somewhere, and you get through the 
day, day after day, after day." 

Anderson described how he was 
able to communicate with other hostaes 
using sign language he had learned in 
high school. Unfor-

tunately, the 
communication 
ended abruptly 
when Anderson 
dropped his glasses 
on Christmas of 
1 986, his worst day. 

The freedom 
of Terry Anderson 

marked the end of a hostage saga that 
haunted two American presidencies. 
Anderson was the 1 3th and last American 
captive freed. When asked if he had any 
last words for his kidnappers, he rolled his 
eyes and said, "Goodbye." 

ALAN STEEN 

On January 24, 1987, Alan 
Steen, 52, was abducted by the Islamic 
Jihad for the Liberation of Palestine. For

the next four years, Steen was living in a 
nightmare. Finally, on December 3, 
1991 Steen won his freedom, however, 
not without permanent neurological 
damage caused when he was kicked 
repeatedly in the head by one of his 
captors. Steen must now be dependent 
upon medication to eliminate seizures 
and blackouts. 

Steen is 
convinced he was 
kidnapped because 
of his military 
background. 

Steen, was 
quoted in the" Des 
Moines Register," 
said ," Opening a 
refrigerator and 
taking out a Coke, or Pepsi or a soft 
drink. Things like that are so phenom- 
enal. You take so much for granted." 

lOSEPH IAMESCICIPPIO 

Imagine being chained to a bal- 
cony, outside, in freezing weather. 
Imagine being beaten so violently, your 
skull has been left with dents. Joseph 
Cicippio, 61 , survived more cruelty 
then many of the other hostages. Kid- 



napped on September 12, 1986 and 
released December 2, 1 991 , he was held by 
the Revolutionary Justice Organization. 
During his five years as a hostage, 
Cicippio has been bashed in the head, 
hospitalized for two months with a serious 
stomach infection, and spent half a winter 
chained to a balcony, causing frostbite to 
his extremities from which he is constantly 
aware of a burning sensation in his fingers 
and toes.

We' ve 
known that super-stars 
such as Rock Hudson, 
Liberace, and, recently, Freddy Mercury 
from the rock-band Queen, have all died 
of the disease, but the country was still 
unprepared. When Earvin (Magic) 
)ohnson announced that he was retiring 
from the Los Angeles Lakers because he 
had tested positive for the HIV virus, the 
country was in a state of shock. How 
could this happen to Magic Johnson, the 
perfect image of strength i It happened 
because the AIDS virus knows no 
bounds. It doesn't matter what your 
sexual preference is, if you're male or 
female, black or white, weak or strong. It 
can happen to anyone, "Even me, * 
Magic said. 

Why me? was the question that 
Kimberly Bergalis asked when she was 
diagnosed HIV positive in December of 
1989. Bergalis contracted AIDS from her 
dentist during a routine tooth extraction 
in 1987. She died this year, ending a 
courageous battle against her disease. 
Her experience educated the public 
about precautions that need to be taken 
in the health care field. 

Many people are handling the 
AIDS scare differently. High schools in 
New York began to distribute condoms 
without parental permission. In cities 
like San Francisco, people stood on street 
corners handing out condoms and 
leaflets with instructions on how to use 
them. 

According to TRHS Vice - 
Principals Charlene Hendryx and Dick 
Vignaroli, Roosevelt's policies dealing 
with sex education are not changing. 
There will be no passing out of condoms 
and leaflets, and "no condom machines 
in the bathrooms," said Vignaroli. The 
school will continue to rely on education 
as a solution. 

Is the education sufficient? One 
out of every four Americans falsely 
believe that eating in a restaurant in
